Applicants' remarks have been fully considered but are found unpersuasive. 

Applicants assert that there is no motivation to add more surfactants than 
suggested by Touzan, because the reference teaches that its foam composition is in the 
form of a "satisfactory mousse" with maximum of only 2 % of a surfactant. Examiner 
views that the term "satisfactory" here is used to denote an acceptable level of the 
rheology of the composition as a foaming product, rather than the cleansing property of 
the composition, because the paragraphs in col. 4,line 57 - col. 5, line 12 discuss 
regarding the use of foaming surfactants, rather than cleansing surfactants. The reason 
Touzan uses a low amount of anionic cleansing surfactants (sodium laureth sulfate) is 
to avoid potential skin irritation, and not because the low quantity of the cleansing 
surfactant would somehow be effective in making a satisfactory mousse. 

Applicants pose a question why it would have been obvious to use more than the 
maximum surfactant concentration disclosed by Touzan, even in view of the teaching of 
the irritation reduction property of the NO-synthase inhibitors in Giacomoni. In 
response, examiner views that, in view of the Giacomoni teaching, a skilled artisan 
would have found it obvious that incorporating a higher amount of sodium laureth 
sulfate and thereby making a foam product with more effective cleansing property is 
enabled by adding the surfactant with NO-synthase inhibitors. 

Applicants assert that "the corresponding compositions" of Touzan and. Dixon 
"have hardly anything in common", particularly in view of the amount of the surfactant 
used. The amount of the anionic cleansing surfactant is the reason why Dixon is cited 
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in this case, because that teaching would have motivated a skilled artisan to make an 
effective cleansing composition.
